to ask congress for an extension 
of its life until June 1.

The message was made up of 14 


parts, of which 14 were intercept- 
ed and decoded Dec. 6. 1941.

Army Drops Draft 


Standards to Gain 
on Thinning Ranks 


Selective Service Will Re- 


fer to 4-F Pool to 


Fill New Quota 


Washington, Feb. 15—(AP) — 


The army lowered its 
physical 


standards for draftees to "the ab- 
solute minimum" today and called 
on Selective Service to comb over 
previously rejected men to fill its 
lagging quotas. 


By this drastic means the War 


department said it was hoped to 
obtain 250,000 men through the 
draft during the first five months 
of this year as replacements for 
the army's thinning ranks. 


Selective Service officials said 


they believed the demand could be 
met from a pool of men who had 
been rated as qualified for limited 
service but 
previously 
turned 


down by the army. 
These men 


are among approximately 1,250,- 
000 between 18 and 25, most of 
whom had been classified 4-F for 
physical or mental reasons. 


Try for Quantity 


The 
unexpected 
lowering of 


standards 
was 
interpreted 
by 


some congressmen 
as 
evidence 


that the army feared the present 
draft law would not be extended 
and hence wanted to secure as 
many men under it as possible be- 
fore it expires May 15. 


President Truman has called for 


continuation of the draft, but thus 
far congress has made no move to 
extend it.

Navy, Marines Cat Score 


Under previous physical stand- 


ards, Selective Sen-ice has been 
supplying only approximately '35,- 
000 of the army's monthly quota 
of 50,000 men. The War depart- 
ment said that in addition to the 
regular monthly quota it had call- 
ed on Selective Service to make up 
by the end of April a deficit of 
approximately 75,000 men thus 
accummulated since V-J day. 


Meanwhile, the navy and ma- 


rine corps announced further cuts 
in discharge points to speed the 
release of some 183,000 officers 
and men.

In the General Motors confer- 


ence. Wilson's participation will 
mark his first appearance in ses- 
sions looking to the end of the 
S7 day-old strike of 175,000 GM 
production workers.

The union also will be represent- 


ed in the- session by Vice President 
Walter P. Reuther and Secretary- 
Treasurer George Addes and their 
staffs, Dewey said.

During 
Mr. 
Truman's 
ten 


months as president, the Ameri- 
can people have come to know him 
rather well- He has revealed him- 
self to them as a straight-forward, 
amiable, unaffected man, eager for 
national harmony, loyal to his 
friends, and desirous of pleasing 
as many of the people as possible. 


All these things are probably

"With this year's crops, condi-

"We 
shall be dependent on the United 
States, Canda and South America 
for most of our wheat, because 
even in normal times we never 
have grown more than forty per- 
cent of that. We shall have enough 
vegetables so that we can export 
some to England, Belgium and 
Germany, and with the arrival of 
spring there once more will be 
eggs and milk, both of which have 
been almost non-existent". 


We asked about the clothing sit- 


uation, for nearly everyone you 
see is wearing darned and patched 
things, and this is also true of 
shoes. The prime minister threw 
up his hands. 


"As for the textile situation, 


it's impossible", he said with fin- 
ality.

"Another great problem is trans- 
portation. The Germans took away 
all but 15 per cent of our rolling 
stock. Some of that is finding its 
way back through the allied forces 
of occupation in Germany, but 
most of it we never shall see 
again. We are running only a few 
trains and some of the coaches 
are without windows and other- 
wise are in bad condition. 


"As for automobiles, the Ger- 


mans also cleaned us out of most 
of those. There are in Holland only

them in terrible shape. We have no 
new tires at all. We plan to im- 
port 10,000 cars this year, but by 
the end of 1946 an equal number 
of the old cars will have passed

By combining a centuries-old gad- 
get with the latest in electronics, 
the Army came up today with a 
30-ton monster it calls "the world's 
fastest calculating machine" 


Although designed for war, the

"Electronic Numerical Integrator 
and Computer"—this mechanical 
Einstein was designed and con- 
structed for the Army by scientists 
of the University of Pennsylvania's 
Moore School of Electrical Engi- 
neering It will be formally ded- 
icated tonight. 


Military

neers said the contraption, which 
virtually fills a large-size room, 
can solve in hours pioblems that 
would take yeais" on any other 
machine 


Does Complex Equations 


For example, they said, it can 


compute on one second the sum of 
a five-digit number added to it- 
self 5,000 times. The Eniac also 
subtracts, divides, multiplies, ex- 
tracts square roots, and ,does com- 
plex equations. 


The machine originally was in- 


tended to furnish faster means of 
computing complicated pi oblems 
in ballistics, the mathematics of 
weapons. 


The machine was invented by 


Dr. J. W. Mauchly and J. P. Ec'k- 
ert, Jr. 


While it operated entirely by 


electronics, and contains no mov- 
ing paits, it employs the basic 
principle 
of 
the 
"abacus" — a 


counting board still in use by some 
Chinese laundrymen m this coun- 
try. 


Thousands ot Bulbs 


The "abacus" utilizes bead-like 


counters strung on paiallel lods 
or wires. The "Emac" has thous- 
ands of tiny neon light bulbs, ar- 
ranged in rows of ten like the 
beads of an Abacus. 


When punched caids, contain- 


ing holes corresponding to arith- 
metical numbers, are fed into the 
"Eniac". the light bulbs flash on 
and off in proper combinations.
